“I 
next tried the County. hospital and the 
Durand hospital, but was told at both 
places that all available space was filled. 
At the Durand hospital I was told that

- I then called up the contagious. dis- 
ease hospital again and told the man 


filled. A promise was then made that 
an ambulance would be sent tmmediate- 
ly. The ambulance didn’t come and 
she died that night.’’ 


Robertson Orders Inquiry. 


Health Commissioner Robertson said 
he would order an investigation into the 
case immediately. 

‘‘From what I have heard,” he said, 
‘a request for the ambulance was 
made Thursday morning and the g:rl 
died that night. Such being the case, 
it would, in all probability, have been 
foclish as well as useless to move her. 
The trip in the ambulance to the hos- 
pital, in view of her weakened condition, 
probably would have proved fatal.

It is eloquent of the power of 
opinion in the twentieth century that the ententé 
should enter into a rather detailed indictment of 
the enemy and that the central powers should 
trouble to arrange an exactly contemporaneous 
reply. | 

It matters, matters tremendously, te these 
statesmen that opinion in their own countries. 
should firgniy hold to the theory upon which their 
peoples are called to make such staggering sacri- 
fices. This doubtless ie the first consideration. It 
is important, too, that opinion in neutral countries 
shall be friendly or at least not crystallized into 
aggressive hostility. It is important even that, if 
possible, the opinion ef the enemy should be 
reached, perhaps to weaken its confidence, if 
ever so slightly. | : , 
therefore, primarily appeals to popular juggment,. 
if not frankly for Judgment: Both groups of bel- 
ligerents need our neutrality, if neither can win 
our alliance. This may wel) mark a step forward 
in the international community, a step which need 
not be overestimated, as the pacifists do, to be 
valued as evidence of an important change in the 
nature and technique of international] politics.

There is an intimation 


now that the objectors on the school board, hav- 
ing been defeated in the question of wands versus 
rifies, will try to keep the boys out of uniforms. 
The uniform is an essential part of the training. 
It is a part of organization and discipline, but the 
objectors apparently believe that an appeal can 
be made to the thrift of parents and that objection 
will arise against useless expense. : 
Uniforming the boys can be considered rather 
as an economy. The school management will buy 
the uniforms at wholesale and the boys can get}. 
them at prices which would not buy ordinarily 
good schoo! clothing. The uniforms will not be 
added to the total of expense for clothing, but will 
be a part of the amount usually spent. 

It will serve the purpose of the military course 
better if the school cadets wear their uniform as 
their school clothing. Care of the clothing is a 
point insisted upon in military training. The boy 
is responsible for the. condition of his uniform. 
Care may add to his merit marks, carelessness may 
give him demerits. The system is competitive. 
‘Tite boy does not want demerits, and if the parents 
of boys cannot find a virtue in a method which 
makes the boy scrupulpus as to his clothing they 


must have queer ideas of economy and neatness.

This is an amazing explosion. The 
Wittenberg horror was a very hack- 
neyed horror of war; its history was 
the history of most typhus camps of 
prisoners of war, even. in wars waged 
by the most humane and civilized peo- 
ples. One dces not forget, for instance, 
H. M. BStaniley’s autobiographical de- 
scription of his experience in a typhus 
camp in the. American civil war. 
It was important to expose the Wit- 
tenberg horror thoroughly because it 
effectually disposed of the notion that 
the Germans, who are a very unmullitary 
people, and have to be kept in fighting

If, as we have so often seen, any 
newspaper can get up a flagellomaniac 
@arrotting scare or a “white slave” 
epiuemic by simply beginning to report 
all the police cases of robbery with vio- 
lence and procuration that come before 
our police courts, each of which in Lon- 
don deals with about eighty cases a day, 
-of which only a few can possibly be re-
